A LIGHTHOUSE KEEPER'S LIFE. 


The P e r llon . D iit j of C orln* for ■ 
Be» - 
eon L lglite A Storm y Night* 
The duty of a keeper of one of theeo 
grea t bea con lights is not a rduous, but 
sometimes it i3 a ttended with consider­ 
a ble da nger. 
Owing to the grea t height 
of the tower, a nd the peculia rly exposed 
condition, there is a lwa ys the cha nce of 
its being destroyed by a fierce hurrica ne 
of wind a nd ra in. During a da rk, stormy 
night in April, 1854, the Minot’s Ledge 
lighthouse, nea r Boston, wa s thus de­ 
stroyed by the combined a ction of wind, 
ra in a nd the hea vy sea . 
The lighthouse 
wa s a skeletou iron structure, situa ted on 
a ledge of rock, which a t low wa ter is 
entirely ha re, but a t high tide severa l 
feet of wa ter covers it. 
At a n unknown 
hour of the night the iron posts sna pped 
in two a nd the lighthouse toppled over 
into the restless sea . 
The keeper’s house on the iron towers 
is usua lly situa ted nea r tho top of tho 
lighthouse, just under the grea t revolv­ 
ing la mp. 
A strong pla tform is con­ 
structed on the top series of bra ces a nd 
a n octa gona l structure of wood then 
built, i>erfora ted on ea ch side by window 
holes. 
This sma ll structure a cts a s a 
storehouse for th® oil a nd other a ppa ra ­ 
tus connected with the lighthouse a nd a s 
a living pla ce for the keeper. 
It is ma de 
a s sma ll a s pra ctica ble so a s to offer * he 
lea st a mount of resista nce to the wind. 
The sma ll cupola a bove this building, 
where the grea t reflector is situa ted, is 
rea ched by a winding iron sta irca se. 
To 
keep the la mp in good condition for per­ 
forming its proper work requires clea n­ 
ing every da y. 
Tho keeper, in a ddition 
to trimming the wicks a nd replenishing 
the vessel with oil ea ch morning, ha s to 
oil the revolving a ppa ra tus a nd see tha t 
the gla ss globe a nd reflector a re clea n 
a nd clea r of smoke. 
Before da rkness 
settles over the la nd the la mp must then 
be lighted a nd the ma chinery set in 
opera tion. 
If it is a n exceptiona lly stormy night 
the grea t illumina ting a ppa ra tus must bo 
consta ntly wa tched, lest some a ccident 
should extinguish the light. 
The gla ss 
globe is, of course, very thick a nd | 
strengthened by hea vy bra ss bra ces; but 
even with this preca ution ma ny incidents 
a re known where the gla ss pa nels ha ve 
been blown in by the force of the wind 
a nd ha il, a nd the light extinguished a t 
once. 
The experiences of a keeper on a 
da rk stormy night a re not a lwa ys a gree­ 
a ble. 
The wind blowing up from some 
rough qua rter of the globe, sweejm a cross 
the sea with a la rming ra pidity, la shing 
the wa ter into light foa m, a nd moa ning 
fitfully a bout the ta ll tower. At a height 
of 100 feet from the surfa ce of the sea it 
a tta ins a speed equa l to tlia fc of a sma ll 
hurrica ne, a nd, when it strikes the gla ss 
globe of the lighthouse, it whistles in a nd 
out a mong the iron bra ces a s though it 
would tea r them from their sockets. 
If 
the wind is a ccompa nied by ra in a nd ha il 
the wildness of the scene is increa sed. 
The gla ss is thick a nd strong enough usu­ 
a lly to resist the force of the frozen <lroj» s 
of wa ter; but the noise ma de by the con­ 
sta nt pa ttering of the descending ha il on 
It is louder tha n if it were fa lling upon 
some ha rd meta l or stone. 
At such a 
time it would be a da ngerous risk to 
venture out on tho pla tform surround­ 
ing the big light, even though clinging to 
the stout iron ra iling for support. 
As the 
lighthouses a re a rra nged a t the present 
da y, there is no need of the keeper a t­ 
tempting such a fea t, a s the la mp a nd a ll 
perta ining to it ca n be rea ched from the 
inside.—N. Y. Ma il a nd Express.

The mind may be so thoroughly disci­ 
plined that its thoughts shall be drilled 
battalions of soldiers. 
They will doubt­ 
less be always raw troops, not marching 
according to strict m ilitary rule, and not 
m all cases sure to obey upon the mo­ 
ment, but they will steadily improve with 
practice, conforming themselves more 
and more to the true and the good. 
Physiologists have a great deal to say 
about the force of habit. 
Dispose the 
brain toward a certain lino of thought 
and it will keep it with increasing steadi­ 
ness, for purely physical reasons. 
It has 
its automatic action, as the fingers luive 
theirs, when they so accustom them ­ 
selves to seeking the keys of the piano 
that they find them without the aid of 
the eyes. 
The discipline of the thoughts contrib­ 
utes to the intellectual as well as moral 
development. 
There are in all lives un­ 
occupied intervals of time, when one is 
riding to and from his place of business, 
or taking his “ constitutional,” for ex­ 
ample. 
He cannot read or study to ad­ 
vantage at such moments, but instead of 
letting the mind drift w hither it will, lie 
can fix it upon the last poem lie has read 
or upon some truth from an author of

to be,an altogether lankier and less well 
flayojred animal. 
For this constitutional 
diifefence lie is,probably indebted to the 
IxuTcn and^inhospitable character of the 
country over which he roams, as com­ 
pared with, the splendid feeding grounds 
of the far west, 
The Persians sometimes 
hunt the antelope on horseback, with 
falcons and grey hounds; the falcons are 
taught to fly in advance and attack the 
fleeing antelope about the head, and so 
confuse them and retard their progress 
in the interest of the pursuing hounds 
and horsemen.—Outing. 


IN A FRENCH PAWNSHOt . 


G oin g T firoug h th e W h ole E x p erien ce of 
I>!r« lg liig -» Proving One*» Id en tity. 
A jhthoii curious to 
something of 
the working of the Paris Mont do Pp to 
can do so without pawning any »f his 
property. He can mingle with tie* crowd 
whom necessity or vice has brought thero 
without risk of being questioned by oftl- 
cials or l« *ing stared at inquisitively, for 
every one is too intent upon his own busi­ 
ness to givo any thought to others. 
Rut 
to obtain a vivid impression of the differ­ 
ent circles of this infemo it is necessary 
to go through the whole experience of 
pledging and redetuning. 
No one who 
did this once could possibly wish to n*- 
peat the experiment. 
The lazar house 
or the prison can alone offer a parallel to 
the depressing influences of the Mont tie 
Piete. 
Wo will take for illustration the one in 
the Rue Bonaparte, which is an offshoot 
to the purcut house in the Rue <h*s Blancs- 
Manteaux, but which is itself vast enough 
to quarter a large body of soldiers. 
It 
Is entered from the street bv an archway, 
over which hangs a dirty tricolor. 
A 
sentty is also posted as a further token of 
authority. 
The J*ajsage leads to a court 
surrounded by buildings which are the 
offices and storehouse« of tiie Mont de 
Piete. 
Those who come to pledge single 
out the door qn which the word “ En­ 
gagements” is ¡minted. 
It leads to a low 
room, so dipily lighted tha t on entering 
the details cannot lie distinctly fltvn. The 
floor is paved with tiles and the walls and 
ceiling are almost black with dirt. 
The 
air is dense, stifling and malodorous. 
There are tw enty or thirty people waiting 
here—some standing, other« sitting upon 
benches placed against the walls. All are 
silent, or they « ¡leak under their breath. 
A t least lialif of them Ik‘long to what 
may 1* tennod the respectable working 
class; others wear all the signs of ubjccfc 
misery and vice; others, again, belong to 
the impenetrable, well dressed class, re- 
gjiecting whose position in lifeogly guesses 
can lie made. 
At the opening through which comes 
the glare of {he lamp is a counter, toward 
which jieople make their way 
jis they en­ 
ter. 
On the other side of it a man in a 
blouse appears every few minutes, takes 
a bundle or a Imx that lias been placed on 
the counter, gives a metal number in ex­ 
change for it, and disappears. 
The fier- 
Boii who has given up the artiel« he has 
come to pledge waits attentively until lie 
hears his number called out by somebody 
whom he does not see, but who is on the 
other side of a wooden partition that 
serves for one of the walls of the room. 
At the same time this official calls out the 
am ount which the Mont de Piete is pre­ 
pared to lend upon the article or artic les 
which correspond to the numlier. 
The 
owner sometimes grumbles at the sum 
offered, but the almost invariable reply is 
“ Bien, monsieur.” 
The functionaries do 
not condescend to Ixtrgain with the crowd 
in the waiting room, whom they treat as 
if they were paupers applying for relief. 
The sum having been agreed to, it may 
be supposed that tlie money is then paid 
over the counter and the business ended. 
Not at all; such a plain and straightfor­ 
ward proceeding would be contrary to 
tlie most sacred traditions of French of­ 
ficial practice. 
Much formality has to lie 
gone through and much writing to be 
done lief ore the transaction is complete. 
Meanwhile the applicant has to wait half 
an hour or even an hour, if there are 
many people before him, until he hears 
his numlier called out again. 
He now 
pushes open a swinging door in the 
wooden jiartition, and follows a railed 
passage w hich brings him into the pres­ 
ence of two surly clerks sitting behind a 
counter. 
One asks questions and makes 
entries in a huge book, and the other fills 
up the jKiwn tickets, which are sheets of 
¡iaper closely printed and written over, 
and jiays the money. 
The applicant must 
state his name, address and profession. 
Then he must show papers to prove that 
he is telling the truth. 
If it should hap­ 
pen that he lias not brought with him the 
receipt for the last rent he paid, or some 
other document to prove his identity, he 
is sent away without the money.—St. 
Jam es’ Gazette. 


U ncord» In P u rp le In k . 
During Gen. G rant’s term as president 
one of his cabinet officers discovered that 
the records of an im portant branch of 
one of the departments liad been for two 
years written in purple ink. 
He at once 
issued an order forbidding its use in the 
department, purchased a new- set of 
liooks, into which two years’ records 
were copied, and thus saved w hat in a 
few years would otherwise have been 
lost.
